Dear Claude: 


As I told you over the telephone, the Department, after 
review by a number of people in the News and Press Division, 
felt thet the enclosed article was not what was needed to 
answer the problem of the West African PAOs. I sincerely 
regret this since you went to so much difficulty to have the 
article written for us. There is a plan for having another 
article written and published, probably by one of the New 
York papers. As soon as this comes to fruition we will let 
you know. 


In answer to your letter of May 11, regarding Nkrumah 
general arrangements for his visit are, of course, being made 
by Dr. Bond of Lincoln and Dr. Barnes, a member of the Board 
of Trustees of Lincoln University. JI understand that he is 
due to arrive in New York on June 2 and plens to come to 
Washington on June 6. His commencement address at Lincoln 
is on the 5th. As you wmdoubtedly know, Mr. McGhee is planning 
an official luncheon for him on the 8th to which, I understand, 
you are invited. The arrangements for the luncheon are in the 
hands of Mr. Bourgerie and Mr. Sims of our Division of African 
Affairs. I do not believe that any other formal arrangements 
have been made for Nkrumah's visit but I believe the political 
officers and the British Embassy are getting together to make 
some additional dates for him. I personally hope that I can 
entertain him and Mr. Botsio, the Minister of Education who 
will accompany him, at my apartment sometime while. they are 
here. We also hope to set up a meeting for them with the 
Point IV people, the Fulbright people, etc. All this though 
is very tentative until it is learned what plans have already 
been made for him by Dr. Bond.

You will be interested to know that Gene Sawyer is being 
transferred to Old Delhi; India. His successor is not yet on 
the payroll but I hope that we are getting Dr. Edward.Brice of 
State Agricultural and Mechanical College at Orangeburg, S.C, 
in the interim between Gene's leaving and Brice's arriving _ 
the Liberian operation will.be in charge of George Pettengill, 
Assistant PAO, a young white journalist from Ont. 


We have had no reactions thus far ‘to peveaets arrival 
except that the members of the Consulate General. are very 
much pleased and feel that he will do a’very good job. I am 
sure that 4ggrey is aware of the value of his African heritage 
and is sensitive to the possibilities in establishing contacts 
with the people in Nigeria. We have sent on the cuts of 
publicity to Aggrey and I am sure he PEESceraees your efforts 
in his behalf. 


Do you happen to know Herbert Tate who is in training at 
the present moment for a job with the program in Hyderabad, 
Pakistan. He is a very charming and able person and ‘we are 
very glad to have him with us. |

United States Interests in Africa . 


It is a great pleasure for me to be with you this evening as 
a representative of the United States Department of State, to discuss 
with you seme of the problems of the African continent. This is a 
subject which is very much on my mind, since I have only recently 
returned from a conference, attended by our diplomatic and consular 
representatives in the territories of Africa south of the Sahara 
desert, which was held at Lourengo Marques in Portuguese East aeeeCee 


The continent of Africa contains almost 180 million people, 
representimg 8 percent of the world's population. It occupies an 
area’ Of over 11 million square miles, which exceeds the total area 
of North America by almost 2 million square miles. Throughout this 
enormous territory, there are only four comoletely independent states 
~~ Egypt, which counts itself primarily as a Near Eastern state; 
Ethiopia; Liberia; and the Union of South Africa, which is a member 
of the British Commonwealth, In addition, Southern Rhodesia, which 
is a self-governing colony within the Commonwealth system, has a 
high degree of local autonomy. As.a result of the recent action of 
the United Nations, independénce will be accorded to Libya by the 
beginning of 1952, and to Italian Somaliland within ten years. The 
small international zone of Tangier has a unique political status, 
in that it is the only internationally administered area in the 
world. 


“All the ‘remaining territorial units of Africa stand in varying 
degrees of political relationship to the European powers -- Franee, 
the United Kingdom, Portugal, Spain, and Belgium. Some of these 
units form part of the international trusteeship system established 
under United Nations auspices. Some are classed as colonies, others 
as protectorates; some, such as French Equatorial Africa and French 
West. Africa, are classed as overseas territories. Because of the 
dependent status of most of the African territories, the United 
States conducts relations with them in large measure through -our 
diplomatic missions in the European capitals. Certain aspects of 
our relations are also curried on through consular establishments 
in many of the territories, which function primarily to safeguard 
American nationals, American commercial interests and treaty rights 
in Africa. In the case of Egypt, Liberia, Ethiopia, and: the Union 
of South Africa, we maintain direct relations through our embassies 
in those countries and through their representatives in Washington. 


That

That portion of Africa lying south of the Sahara, to which this 
discussion is largely confined, is itself almost twice the size of 
the United States. This area -- the home of the negro peoples of 
Africa -- is one of varying climates, soils, and resources. Its 
100 million peoples, of diverse ethnic origins, speak more than 
700 languages and dialects, and the racial pattern is further 
diversified by significant numbers of European inhabitants, -- more 
than 4 million throughout the whole of Africa, -- almost half a’ 
million Asian peoples, and peoples of mixed stock. Among the 
native population, the literacy rate ranges generally between 5 
percent and 20 percent. The economies of these countries, which 
are primarily dependent on agriculture, forestry, or mining, vary 
in their stages of advancement, but all of them can be classified 
as economically underdeveloped. 


Before undertaking to outline the general problems of the 
area, it would be desirable to place it in the context of the pres- 
ent world situation. In the light of the many critical problems 
which confront us today, and against the background of the great 
struggle which is being waged between the Communist nations and 
those of the free world, this area occupies comparatively little 
space in the American press or in the consciousness of the American 
people. One reason for this is the fact that it is a region in 
which we have few direct responsibilities. Other nations, chiefly 
from among those with whom we’are associated under the North 
Atlantic Treaty, are directly responsible for solution of the 
day-to-day problems of Africa, Another reason is the fact that, 
although tensions are increasing in several parts of Africa, it is 
not a crisis area. Emergency measures are not required to deal 
with the problems of the area. 


In these troubled times, it is gratifying to be able to single 
out a region of 10 million swuare miles in which no significant 
inroads have been made by Communism, and to be able to characterize 
the area as relatively stable and secure. Yet, if one carefully 
distinguishes between efforts in behalf of normal political and 
economic aspirations, and agitation inspired by Communist elements, 
that is basically the case. It is difficult to judge whether the 
failure of Communism to make progress is due to resistance or dis- 
interest on the part of the African peoples, to the results of con- 
structive efforts by the governments concerned or their effective 
vigilance towards Communist propaganda and agitation, or whether 
the Cominform has been so occupied elsewhere that it has not yet 
devoted its maximum efforts to the penetration and subversion of 
the African continent. But, no matter what the reason, if this is 
one area in the world, where -- in the broadest sense -- no major 
crisis exists, then it is imperative that advantage be taken of 
the absence of pressure to plan against the time when such pressure 
may be applied. : | | 


Advantage must be taken of this period of grace to further the 
development within Africa of healthy political, economic, and 
social institutions, to create an understanding on the part of the 
Africans of the forces of Communism which are disturbing the peace 
and security of hundreds of millions of peoples elsewhere in the 
world, and to inspire a determination to resist these forces. 
Advantage must be taken of the time at our disposal to remedy, 
through foresighted and constructive action, conditions which could 
otherwise make the Africans receptive to the baleful attractions of 
Communism and thus nullify the peaceful and progressive advancement 
of its peoples, And, even though we do not have direct responsi- 
bilities in the case of much of Africa, we Americans cannot neglect 
Africa simply because it is quiescent in the present world crisis. 
We must play, in cooperation with’ others, the part which our posi- 


tion in the world demands that we play. 
es Before 











‘attitude, like our own, is not clear-cut. 
'too is based on inadequate knowledge of us, as well as a considerable 
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Before defining more specifically our interests and the role 
we can play in Africa, I should like to outline for you a number of 
factors which affect our objectives in this area of the world. In 
doing so, I shall deal first with certain American attitudes which 
influence the formulation of our policy, the attitudes of the 
indigenous population and of the European administering powers 
towards us, and the manner in which our membership in the United 
Nations affects our interests. 


First, in assessing American attitudes which affect present 
and future United States policy towards Africa, it is important 
to emphasize that there is no comparably large area of the world 
of which the American:people are so uninformed. A few Americans 
Will have heard of. Timbuctoo and the "Great Gray Green Greasy 
Limpopo River"; and others will have gone on hunting expeditions to 
Africa or read about those who did; American missionaries have 
travelled widely in the area. But the limited volume of press and 
radio comment and the almost complete lack of popular opinion polls 
on Africa, attest fo a remarkable lack of public interest in African 
developments. Moreover, although we have a few outstanding scholars 
and professors in various fields of African studies, there is no 
comprehensive program of African area studies in any American 
university. The continent is almost never mentioned in resolutions 
of private organizations, with the exception of Negro associations. 
There is no journal in America devoted to Africa. 2 


Thus, it would seem essential that efforts be made, both by 
your government and by American private interests, teaching institu- 
tions, and foundations, to inform American opinion on the implica- 
tions for us of the international aspects of Africa's changing rela- 
tionships, so that it can aid in the formulation and support of 
American policy regarding them. In these efforts, private organiza- 
tions can render an important service. 


But, despite our relative lack of knowledge of Africa, there 
are nevertheless certain basic attitudes on the part of the American 
people which have affected and will continue to affect formulation 
of our African interests and policies. One of these attitudes is 
certainly the general humanitarian interest of the American people 
in assisting underprivileged peoples everywhere to raise their 
living and educational standards. Another is our great faith in the 
application of technology as a means of achieving basic progress. . 
Both of these attitudes have recently found official expression in 
the formulation of the President's Point Four Program, which raises 
to the level of a national policy the traditional efforts of the 
American people to.share their benefits and skills with less 
fortunate peoples. 


Another basic attitude in the United States is the general back- 
ground of sympathy towards-aspirations for self-government and inde- 
pendence, although there is in responsible circles a keen apprecia- 
tion of the fact that the rate of. progress toward the realization of 
these aspirations will vary widely in,different parts of the world. 
Finally, despite our humanitarian interests and our desire to be of 
assistance to underprivileged peoples, the present scope of our world 
commitments is creating & growing desire on the part of the American 
people to assume as few additional world responsibilities as possi- 
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attitude.of the African peoples towards the United States. This 
In the first place, it 
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degree of apathy or ignorance concerning American foreign policy 
in general. The Africans are, of course, deeply interested in our 
policy towards dependent areas, which has gained for us a consider- 
able reservoir of good will. This is offset to some extent, however 
by a natural suspicion on their part. Racial discrimination in the 
United States has produced unfortunate reactions on the part of 
many educated Africans. In addition, our ECA program is an impor- 
tant object of suspicion, since there is some tendency to regard 
this program, as it applies to the overseas territories of the 
European powers, as a device to strengthen or perpetuate the hold 
of the European powers over the African territories. 


Third, an important factor affecting the nature and direction 
of our African policy is the attitude of the European powers them- 
selves towards us, which is at the same time friendly, critical, 
and suspicious. By virtue of the EHuropean Recovery Program and the 
Mutual Defense Assistance Program, the Western European powers, 
Which are also the leading metropolitan powers in Africa, have a 
closer and more intimate relationship with us than at any time in 
history. This is a reciprocal relationship for defense and for 
economic recovery which none of these powars wishes to disturb. 
Moreover, with specific relationship to Africa, they welcome ECA 
assistance which enables them to build mutually advantageous eco- 
nomic relations with their African dependencies. 


On the other hand, these powers are fearful of what they 
regard aS an apparent American tendency to give indiscriminate and 
uncritical support to movements towards self-government or inde- 
pendence without adequate consideration of the experience and 
resources of the peoples concerned. The administering powers are 
fearful lest too much encouragement to peoples who are politically 
immature and whose economies are still primitive, will result in 
‘political and economic chaos. Such a development, they believe, 
would render grave disservice to the peoples for whose welfare they 
are responsible, and would give rise to a situation which would 
play directly into the hands of the Communists. The European powers 
are convinced that the rate of political advancement for their _ 
dependent peoples must be carefully geared to the tempo of progress 
in economic, social, and educational institutions. They feel that 
they understand the situation better than we, and they are, in 
many cases, proud of the progress which has been made. 


Finally, I would like to discuss briefly the manner in which 
our participation in the United Nations and our commitments under 
its Charter affect our interests in the African continent. The | 
United Nations, in establishing its system for the administration 
of trust territories, which is an improved version-of the old League 
of Nations mandate system, set forth certain obligations under which 
the administering powers undertake generally to promote the politi- 
cal, economic, social, and educational advancement of the peoples 
concerned, and their progressive development towards self-government 
or independence as may be appropriate to the particular circum- © 
stances of each territory and its peoples. In addition, Chapter 
XI of. the Charter of the United Nations gives expression to the 
interest of the world community in’ the welfare.and development of - 
the vast numbers of non-self-governing peoples who do not live in 
trust territories. | “ 


Within: the United Nations sharp differences of opinion have | 
developed between the non-colonial powers and the administering 
powers with regard to the meaning of these provisions of the 
Charter, and the proper scope of United Nations activities in 
relation to colonial areas. The non-colonial powers in general 


are

are seeking to extend the activities of the United Nations, while 
the metropolitan powers maintain a more conservative position. We 
stand in a very special relationship to this strugzle. We are our- 
selves an administering power, by virtue of our responsibility for 
one trust territory -- the Pacific islands formerly under Japanese 
mandate -- and we transmit to the United Nations information on six 
non-self-governing territories which are not under trusteeship. At 
the Same time it has been our traditional policy, frequently 
expressed and actively implemented, to assist as we are able in the 
Economic, Social, and educational advancement of dependent peoples 
along the road to eventual self-government or independence. We 
realize, however, that the evolution of dependent peoples towards 
political maturity must of necessity be an orderly process if it is 
to succeed. We are committed to fulfilling our own responsibilities 
a the charter, and we are anxious that other nations do so as 
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All these factors must affect and influence our thinking if we 
are to develop a sound and constructive policy towards Africa. 
There is no single answer to the problem of formulating an African 
policy, as there is no single answer to other major problems which 
confront us today. What then are our objectives in Africa? How 
can we reconcile the diverse and conflicting influences which demand 
consideration? How can we, at the same time, establish a position 
which represents the best interests of the United States and is con- 
Sistent with the principles which have traditionally motivated our 
foreign policy? ; 


It is necessary to keen in mind the fact that we are not in 
position to exercise direct responsibility with respect to Africa. 
We have no desire to assume the responsibilities borne by other 
powers and, indeed, our principles, our existing commitments, and 
our lack of experience all militate against our assumption of such 
obligations. Against this background, and in terms of the long- 
range interests of the United States in the establishment of a 
stable world order and in the Well~being of the African peoples, 
what are the objectives of American policy? 


First, it is one of our major objectives to see that the people: 
of Africa, in their own interests, advance in the right direction | 
and in accordance with the principles of the United Nations Charter. 
We favor the progressive development of the dependent peoples of 
Africa towards the goal of self-government or, where conditions are 
Suitable, towards independence. The attainment of this objective, 
in which we can play only a cooperative role with the administering 
powers, imposes upon all concerned a heavy burden of self-discipline 
and the need to undertake voluntary long-term planning of the 
highest order. | : 


A second major objective, which arises out of our relations 
both with the metropolitan powers and with the peoples of Africa, is 
our desire. to assure the development of mutually advantageous eco- 
nomic relations between them, in the interests of contributing to 
restoration of a sound European economy and in the interests of 
furthering the aspirations of the African peoples. On the one hand, 
the contribution of Africa to the economy of Europe is a significant 
one. Its importance can be gauged by the fact that the volume of 
Africa's exports to Western Europe in 1948 totalled about 
$2,500,000,000, or approximately half as much as the United States 
itself exported to Europe. Thus, from the point of view of narrow- 
ing the trade gap in Western Europe, a relatively small increase in 
Africa's production will go far towards improving the present dollar 
deficit position of the Western European countries. On the other 
hand, the problem is to expand production in those materials in 
which Europe and the Western Hemisphere are deficient in such a way 
as to promote the betterment of the African peoples. 

Third, 
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Third, the United States wishes to preserve its rights of equal 
economic treatment in the territories of Africa, and to participate 
itself, both commercially and financially, in the development of 
this zreat continent along with other nations of the world. This 
country last year exported to Africa products to a value of $616 
million, and imported products worth about $338 million. American 
investments in the continent are estimated to be at least $250 
million, and there is a growing interest in Africa among American 
investors. The import of African vegetable products is closely 
related to our everyday needs, in such fundamental commodities as 
soap, twine, chocolate, and spices. In addition, we must continue 
to have access to Africa's vital reservoir of minerals which are * 
critical stockpile items in the United States, - manganese, chrome 
ore, rubber, industrial diamonds essential to our machine tool 
industry, asbestos, and many other important minerals. 


Finally, it is a major objective of United States policy to 
assist in providing an environment in which the African peoples will 
feel that their aspirations can best be served by continued associa- 
tion and cooperation with the nations of the free world, both in 
their present status and as they advance towards self-government or 
independence in accordance with the provisions of the United Nations 
Charter. As long as the African peoples feel that their aspira- 
tions can best be achieved by this association with the free world, 
we believe that they will not be lured by the enticements which the 
Communists may offer them now or in the future. We know only too 
well, and we must see that they understand, that Communism does not 
offer them the goal to which they aspire, but utter and complete 
slavery many times more onerous than any restrictions they have. 
ever known. 


We have a number of instrumentalities through which these 
objectives can be promoted. We have, first, reguiar program funds 
available through ECA to assist the African dependencies, strategic 
materials funds, technical assistance funds, and a special overseas 
development fund established under ECA. While assistance extended 
to the overseas territories through the se means is designed to 
strengthen the economies of the countries participating, the inter- 

ests of the African peoples themselves are given first considerd- 
tion. Moreover, as the overseas territories themselves participate 
in an expanding world economy through increased production and | 
trade, the standard OF Jiavine. of their Behe will be raised and 
their welfare will be advanced, 


In accordance with the aivenas nature of the ECA funds avail- 
able, our activities under ECA in Africa have been diversified in 
character. Thus, for example, France has undertaken large-scale 
imports to Africa of machinery and mining equipment for development 
purposes, which are procured through the regular program funds. 

We have participated in the development of strategic materials by 
conducting a geological and topographical survey in British Africa, 
and by aiding in the expansion of cobalt production in Northern 
Rhodesia and of kyanite in Kenya Colony. ECA is undertaking tech- 
nical assistance activities, such as a preliminary railroad survey | 
in East Africa; an agricultural reconnaissance in British Africa; 
and assistance in research related to control of malaria and 
sleeping sickness in Nigeria and East Africa, diseases which have 
been major factors impeding development of potentially eas ia 
mineral and agricultural lands.

A second tool through which to achieve our objectives is our 
information and educational exchange program, which will in time 
overcome those difficulties which have faced us in our relations 
with Africa, such as the need to enhance mutual understanding 
between ourselves and the African peoples, and the need to dispel 
any doubts and suspicions concerning our motives which may exist 
on the part of the administering authorities. 


A third means is the proposed Point Four program of technical 
assistance, a program which will place primary emphasis on the 
problems of the underdeveloped areas themselves -- both’ in the . 
independent states and the dependent areas--and will seek to con- 
tribute to their wholesome and orderly development. In the 
dependent areas, Point Four programs will serve to supplement ECA 


activities in fields which condition economic development, that 


in health, education, and training programs generally. In the 
faigpendent countries of ‘Africa, in which ECA does not operate, 
the scope of Point Four activities may be considerably broader. 


These are the tangible instruments through which we are work- 
ing or intend to work, But there are still other means through 
which we can further our ‘aims. One such important asset is our 
friendly relations with the independent governments of Africa, 
who Look to us for assistance and advice in meeting their problems, 
In Liberia, for example, a republic originally established with 
the assistance Of American philanthropic interests and the 
United States Congress, the government looks to us for assistance 
in many aspects of its’ economic and social development. In re- 
sponse to its requests, we have sent a United States public 
health mission to Liberia, and an economic mission, which has 
surveyed the whole economy of the country and is assisting in 
the development of agriculture, transportation, and related PEO 
grams, | 


Another factor is the relationship of mutual friendship and 


mutual confidence which exists between the United States and the 


European powers, a relationship which provides a channel through 
which to carry on a full and frank exchange of views 

on African problems and to assure 
Auseives that developments in the dependencies are moving in 
the direction which we desire. On the technical side, for exam- 
ple, we are in close consultation with the Overseas Technical 
Committee of the Organization.for European Economic Cooperation-- 
the organization of states participating in the ERP--whom we 
are urging to undertake a survey of transportation facilities 
in the area south of the Sahara as a means of providing a frame- 
work for future development:in the individual territories. We - 
believe that there is not necessarily a conflict between the in- 
terests of the European powers and the legitimate aspirations 
of the dependent peoples of Africa. 


In addition, the United States, through its participation in 
the many organs and specialized agencies of the United Nations, 
has still another means of promoting our objectives and of 
furthering the political, economic, social, and educational 
advancement of the peoples of Africa, The’ exchange of ideas on 
administration’ among the various administering states, and the 
contribution of ideas by those non-administering members who have 
experienced common problems in their own countries, can be a 
most fruitful development of the international trusteeship system 
and of Chapter XI of the United Nations Charter. The United 
Nations represents the international conscience with respect to 
such territories--the final guarantee that their progressive 
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advancement can and will be realized, 


Finally, through all these diverse means, we will seek: to 
encourage the maximum tolerance and respect for the human rights 
and dignity of the African peoples, to the end that there can 
be developed the most harmonious pattern of co-existence possible 
between the white residents of Africa and the indigenous peoples 
of the continent. TIhrough.all these diverse means, we propose 
to work, in close cooperation with the European powers and with 
the peoples of Africa themselves, to create a conviction on the 
part of the African peoples -- through tangible progress -- that 
their individual and national aspirations can best be achieved 
through continued association with the United Nations and the 
free nations of the world.

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OPEN LETTER TO PRESIDENT TRUMAN 


Hon, Harry S. Truman

Deer President Truman: 


Beceuse of the great power and prestige of the United Stetes in the 
Western world, there is an increasing tendency wherever self government is 
being denied by e power friendly to the United States ~ as in Africa - to 
regard the United States as responsible for the denial of freedom. Becuase 
of the importence of United States aid to colonial powers, the colonial people 
-tend to-regard the United Stetes as helping to prevent the shaking-off of an 
outdated and discredited colonialism. 


In any realistic assesament of our situation, we must give great 
weight to the widespread urge to national dignity and independence which has 
become a tremendous foree in the world today. A majority of the world's | 
people - those of Africa, Asia, and the Middle Hast - are watching the policy 
of the United States in the United Netions on questions of self government 
for colonial areas. They consider that policy, whatever we make it, as a 
touchstone of our sincerity as the acknowledged leader of the Western and 
free world. 


In recent months, however, the United States delegation have acqui- 
esced in the refusal of the United Nations even to discuss Moroccan and Tunisian 
eppeals for moderate self government. Our acquiescence in this refusal was 
hardly consistent with honored American traditions. of free discussion and sym~ 
pathy for colonial independence.

I am taking the liberty of sending you a letter 
I have written to Professor James V, Herring regarding Captain 
Ahamadu V. Sirleaf. Your office may have heard directly fron 
the Iastitute of International Bducation, 


We have found him a very interssting and vorthe 
while person and have dome quite a little arranging fcr individuals 
in the art field to take him around and entertain him. We have also 
made connections with places like Goover Union, Pratt Institute, the 
Brookiyn Museum, the New York Board of Education and we have a number 
of other arrangements to make when he comes baek from Washington, 


As he has told us that he is charged with the 
responsibility of setting up the art department at the University 
of Liberia, and as this will involve teacheretraining programs and 
relationship out into the Provinces, we have felt that anything 
structural that could be developed would be fine, 


We find him very responsive and we find that he has 
a very fine sense of his ow limitations as to training, I have 
found him open-minded. 


Yesterday morning when he came into the office, 
he brought with hin, at a good deal of effort, a suitcase with 
two examples of weaving of native mtton — one involving dyeing = 
and he had some of the cotton spindles, I feel that when he 
gets back to Africa he will start getting up some exhibits of 
some of the native craft material and the natural resources 
from which they come, I think this might be the beginnings of 
a really useful little inter-cultural understanding through 
schools with Liberia. One of the pieces of weaving involved 
brown cotton, which we found interesting.

Mr. Aiyegbusi has been taking some private lessons, 
approved by the Institute, and I cuess paid for as part of his stipend 
in the silk screen process.

The most recent statement of United. otates policy en 


Africa was made by former Assistant Secretary of State George V. 


Allen in his address before the American Academy of Political Science 
in Philadelphia, April 21, 1956. I understand from previous corres- 


-pondence that you have already read and evaluated this statement. 


Accordingly, we are forwarding you two recent official press releases 
announcing the appointment of Joseph Palmer II as Teputy Assistant 
Secretary of State for African Affairs and the reorganization of the 


old Office of African Affairs into two new offices--the Cffice of 


Northern Africa Affairs and the Office of Southern Africa Affairs. 


It is my suggestion that when you are next planning to come to 
Washington you inform us.so that we can arrange an appointment for 
you to discuss United States African policy with Deputy Assistant 
Secretary Palmer.

Introduction 


The problems confronting United States foreign policy in 
the vast continent of Africa are at least as varied and mani- 
fold as the different stages of evolution of the various 
countries making up that continent. I would not presume to 
add to the information about Africa which has been profferred 
to you by the specialists in this field during the past forty- 
eight hours. Instead I believe the most useful contribution 
I can offer to this symposium is to attempt to place the policy 
problems confronting the United States in Africa in perspective | 
as we see them -~ and then to analyze for you briefly and in 
broad strokes the unique aspects of the problems confronting 
us in Africa and the basic principles from which we approach 
their solution, 


A responsible foreign policy toward Africa requires of 
A the United States a deep understanding of the aspirations 
\) and problems of the individual African countries both in their 
relationship with the European powers and in their urge toward 
self-determination so that we may lend our good offices and 
assistance in promoting an orderly progress toward independence 
and nationhood. 





I. Africa in World Perspective 


In recent years the principle that the developed countries 
have a moral obligation to aid the less developed countries, 
such as those of Africa, has become almost universally recog- 
nized, even taken for granted. There 1s a sound basis for the 
validity of this principle. In a world wherein all countries 
and continents are becoming next-door neighbors, glaring dis- 
parities in living standards can produce tensions and animosities 


easily fanned into conflict. In its post-war policies the 
United States has been actively pursuing peace by trying to 
mitigate such tensions. More recently even the Soviet Union 
\ has begun belatedly to make gestures of cooperation and 
basse ahh gota toward the un er-developed Spereacty 6, 13/Konete 
onstAtutes/an important charige in Soyfet tactiés, it/remains 
ed of aes whether the’change is consistent wth the’ basic 
cpm ist objective ®f world domin&dtion,.

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communist activity in areas as widely separated as the Sudan 
and the Union of Soutu Africa. We would be betraying our 
position of leadership of the free world if we assumed that 
these initiatives are in the pursuit of normal, responsible 
foreign relations. The old familiar pattern of exploiting 
and championing local dissent and grievances to create chaos 
and confusion is too fresh in our minds. 


The terms "impérialism and colonialism" can be correctly 
used to describe a relationship, which existed more in the 
past than at present, between the metropolitan powers and 
their colonies -- a relationship which most of the free 
world powers have already rejected in principle. 


Hardly a day passes that some further evidence of the 
passing of colonialism does not appear in the press. | 
Morocco and Tunisia both obtained their independence last 
month. A Moroccan Government is now operating in Rabat, and 
an all-Tunisian Government in Tunis. This month Tunisia 
held its first national elections. As for Morocco, the 
United States has never ceased to recognize the sovereignty 
of the Sultan and the United States alone has always main- 
tained a diplomatic representative in Tangier. 


IL. Colonialism 


The United States attitude toward colonialism is known, 
In the light of our historical origins and our traditions 
this attitude could hardly be different. But the applica- 
tion of this principle to present-day foreign policy problems 
all over the world requires patient understanding and a 
high sense of responsibility regarding the ultimate and 
basic security interests of the United States. All of the 
so-called colonial powers represented on the continent of 
Africa are our friends and allies in the world-wide contest 
between the free and Communist worlds. Relationships estab- 
lished by them with countries in Africa date from an era 
when the concepts of international relations were different. 
No one but a demagogue would deny that basic advantages 
were brought to the African territories by this process ., 
of opening wider horizons and that, in fact, the impetus 
toward modern nationhood grew out of these contacts with 
Western civilization. Furthermore, in the course of this 
relationship between the metropolitan powers and the 
African territories, there grew up interlocking economic 
relations, the violent disruption of which would seriously 
weaken our European allies. Similarly, a sudden break of 
these lifelines would create conditions of political and 
economic instability most harmful to our African friends. 
It is more largely a question of transforming this relation- 
ship into a cooperative endeavor by which the newly emerging 
states in Africa achieve and maintain their national self- 
respect and apply in thelr own way the benefits of their 
national resources to improving the lot of their own people. 
A strong, free and friendly Africa is extremely important 
to United States security. Our security interests and our 
moral interests are both effectively served by the same 
general line of action -~ we need friendly and cooperative 
relations with Europe and Africa, just as their own interests 
require the maintenance of intimate ties with each other. 
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In Africa our allies are aware of the basic attitude 
of the United States toward colonialism, but they are equally 
aware of our intention to work as friends of both sides 
toward an orderly solution of these problems. Great Britain 
has publicly announced its policy of helping the countries 
of Africa toward independence, and its record in Asia is 
an earnest of its sincerity. In line with its policy as 
a responsible power, however, it does not wish to create 
perhaps greater problems by precipitate action which granting 
of immediate independence might create. This is a time | 
when political vacuums are a great danger to world peace, 


In North Africa, France has recently recognized the in-~ 
dependence of Morocco and Tunisia and is engaged in trying to 
find a liberal solution to the problem of Algeria. Spain has 
also recognized the independence of its zone of Morocco, and 
that country has now the opportunity to become unified. Both 
Spain and France are engaged in working out arrangements by 
which the mutual economic benefits derived from their past assoc- 
lation with Morocco can be continued in the light of the new 
relationship. In other areas of Africa, France is also looking 
toward creating a new relationship with the groups which are 
gradually developing a higher degree of political consciousness. 
The Belgians have recently established two universities in the 
Belgian Congo to meet the educational needs of the Congolese. 


LIfL, Nationalism 


The United States attitude toward nationalism is not so 
easily definable. After World War II, when the threat of inter- 
national communism endangered our security, United States 
opinion was inclined toward promoting a greater faith in federa- 
tions in Europe which cut across, and we hoped would eventually 
obliterate, nationalistic rivalries, But in other areas of the 
world we recognized the strength of nationalism in resisting 
the threat of international communism, Communism cynically 
exploits the passions of revolt for the sole purpose of creating 
unrest, chaos and revolution so that the small organized 
minority may seize power and permanently bury the instincts 
of healthy nationalism under the requirements of blind and 
absolute obedience to Moscow, This issue assumes aspecial im- 
portance in Africa where the varying degrees of political ex- 
perience, the large amount of illiteracy, and the insecurity 
of the individual in the process of exchanging his old loyalties 
for new ones, makes the population particularly vulnerable to 
exploitation of this issue by unprincipled demagogues. | 


Again the principle of understanding and responsibility in 
the conduct of foreign relations should guide us and other 
nations in relations with the countries of Africa so that the 
elements of nationalism which contribute toward genuine inde- 
pendence and stability will be encouraged and those which tend 
to be purely negative, anarchic and disruptive be curbed. 


IV, Racialism 
In the light of experience which the United States is 
undergoing domestically in developing harmonious race relations, 
T think it behooves us to approach the problem of race elsewhere 
in the world in all humility. This aspect of relations between 
people of different races living together in multi-racial 
states involves deep-seated emotions and prejudices which can 
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only be overcome gradually, The principle for which the United 
States stands and is known throughout the world is perfectly 
clear: it is embodied in our Constitution and in our Bill of 

_ Rights. But it is equally clear that the application of force 
and oppressien can only exacerbate the issue. 


The vast continent of Africa illustrates this problem 
in all its facets, from countries in which the intermingling 
of races on an equal basis has become an accepted and unques- 
tioned fact to countries in which an attempt is being made 
to legislate segregation.down to its last logical consequence, 
The problem is infinitely..complicated in Africa by the presence 
of gtoups who wield political “and: economic power, but who are 
not otherwise identified with the country and people among 
whom they live. This tends to confuse the issue of racialism 
with questions of political, economic, social and cultural 
discrimination and makes the approach to a solution of the 
problem more difficult by making it virtually impossible to 
isolate the issue from all the other problems, 


Again it behooves us not to become identified with any 
of the conflicting factions, but rather, while preserving our 
adherence to our own basic principle of racial equality, to 
attempt to exert a moderating influence upon the extremists 
‘and to oppose those who are exploiting these tensions for ul- 
terlor purposes, 


¥V. Conclusions 


The continent of Africa presents a wide variety of foreign 
policy problems to the United States, as varied as the number 
of countries and territories it comprises and as complicated 
as the degree of emergence toward independent statehood and the 
complexity of relationships with the different metropolitan 
powers with which the various states are associated. Yet there 
“is a unifying factor in this diversity: the entire continent 
is undergoing simultaneously, even if in varying degrees, a 
transformation along political, economic, sociological and 
racial lines, The substitution of new ties for old tribal or 
family relationships in order to assure security for the indi- 
vidual, the exchange of old values for new ones in the attempt 
to obtain: social and economic status, the growing. desire for 
political self-expression, and the nesd for developing new 
approaches to produce stability in multi-racial groups devoted 
to common economic and political goals -- all these combine to . 
create a condition of ferment and potential progress which is a 
real challenge to American diplomacy. The United States, as a 
nation, has no selfish interests in Africa except the preserva- 
tion of our own security which we consider, in present world 
circumstances, inextricably bound up with the kind of future the 
African countries desire for themselves. We are dedicated to 
the preservation of world peace which we consider an indispensable 
corollary to the kind of development Africa needs. Because of 
our origins and traditions we are basically in sympathy with 
the desire of independence and nationhood of the emerging states, 
but we are also friends and allies of the powers who must help 
to shape this new status, This places us in a position from 
which we hope and believe our influence can be exerted to make 
the transformation of Africa a process of orderly evolution and 
not one of violent revolution.

FLAKE, Wilson C. 


Mr. Flake presented his credentials as first U. 5S. Ambassador to Ghana on 
June 12, 1957. His previous assignment was as Counselor of imbassy and Consul 
General at the American Embassy at Rome following a long career in the service 
of the U. S. 7 


Mr. Flake entered Foreign Service work as an Assistant Trade Commissioner 
in 1929 and was first assigned to Bombay. He subsequently served at Calcutta, 
Sydney and Manila in the capacity of Trade Commissioner. In 1939 Mr. Flake was 
appointed to the diplomatic and consular service following the merger of State 
and Commerce foreign staffs and subsequently was named Consul at Sydney. In 
1945 he was assigned to the Department of State and served successively as 
liaison officer with the Department of Commerce, Assistant Chief of the Division 
of Foreign Service Personnel, a Foreign Service Inspector, and Executive 
Director of the Bureau of Far Eastern Affairs. In 1953 Mr. Flake was appointed 
Counselor of Embassy at Pretoria, Union of South Africa, and in 1955 was 
transferred to the Embassy in Rome. 


Mr. Flake was born in Virginia on February 28, 1906. He was educated 
at Emerson Institute and Georgetown University. Prior to his appointment in 
1929 as an Assistant U.S. Trade Commissioner, he served with the Department 
of Commerce, first as a clerk from 1926-28 and subsequently as a commercial 
agent in the New York District Office of the Department of Commerce.

This is in reply to your letter of April 16, 1958, in which 
vou request a country breakdown of the Mutual Security Prograin 
for Fiscal Year 1959. 

Unfortunately, it is not possible at this time to give you 
the level of aid by countries. The article you enclosed on the 
liutual Security Program for 1959 from "Africa Weekly" quoted the 
correcy figures of the Administration's request to the Congress. 
However, firm allocations by countries cannot be made until the 
funds are actually appropriated by the Congress. We are now in 
the midst of the Congressional hearings on the Mutual Security 
Bill, and it will be some time before we know the amount of aid 
that will actually o2 available for Africa.

She was 
a co-chairman (with Mrs. Savilla’ Millis Simons, recently national executive secret- 
ary, Y.W.C.A.; at present National Director General of the Travellers' Aid), of 
the first Interracial Committee on a.college campus. It was at the University of 
Chicago and was sponsored by the YWCA.

Her National Activity - In February, 1955, Dr. George was appointed by Secretary 
of Defense Charles Wilson, for a three-year term, as one of 44 women on the De- 
fense Advisory Committee on Women imthe Sérvices;, and was one of ten from that 
group which, in 1955, made a tour of military installations, studyingthe role of 
women and conditions of their work in the 9 services in which they are engaged. 
Her special interest. dn this Committee has been in the new character education 
program sponsored by the Chaplaincy of the Military, for both women and men in 
the Services. In October, 1957, she was asked by Secretary of Defense McElroy 
to serve an additional year on this committee. 


Upon the invitations of Vice President Richard Nixon, Dr. George participated 
in the Minority Youth Training - Incentives Conference (February, 1957), sponsored 
by the President's Committee on Government Contracts, and the American Personnel 
and Guidance Association; and, in the Conference on The Community's Responsibility 
for the Development of Minority Potential (January, 1958), both at.the Willard Hotel, 
Washington, D.C. 


Some Awards and Recognitions - Dr. George was chosen as one of the ten "Men and 
Women of the Year," for two consecutive years, by the Cleveland Press (1950-51), 
and was on the honor roll of "Our Town's Most Important Men and Women," spon- 
sored by the Cleveland News (1951). In.1941 she received the Los Angeles County 
Coordinating Council's Community Service Award for her work as Director of the 
Avalon Community Center, in recognition for its part’as the chief agency respon- 
sible for an 82% reduction of juvenile delinquency in that area over a period of 

8 years; in 1950, the Merit Award was presented backstage by the National Asso-

ciation of Negro Musicians for her role in THE MEDIUM (the first Broadway 
leading role by a Negro not written for a Negro); also in 1950, the Merit Award 
from the Cleveland Branch of the National Urban League, for the same reason. 
In 1954, Dr. George was one of the personalities featured in Full Face, edited 
by a selected group of the combined newspaper feature writers of Cleveland. In 


1957, she was given the Laura Lovelace Trophy by the Alpha Kappa Alpha Soror- 
ity as the "Woman of the Year." 


Her International Interests - She has been a member of the Board of the Cleveland 
International Youth Leaders Exchange Program from its inception (1956 to date) 
and has been given the responsibility for orienting each group of these youth lead- 
ers to the problem of the Negro in the United States. In addition, each group 
has spent an afternoon in the George's home sharing their collections of Negro 
music, art, and literature, as well as their several hobbies which include: 

(1) A collection of 32 versions or translations of the 

Bible in English; 
(2) Photographs of socially significant hands; and 
(3) Slave narratives.

Dear Mr, Barnett: 


I know very well that as busy as you were yesterday, you could 
have spent your time much more profitably without being interrupted 
by an unannounced visit from me, However, you did take the tine to 
talk with me and to introduce me to your staff. I am extremely 
grateful to you, 


Before leaving for Accra, I would like to make a special trip 
out to Chicago to talk with you again. I would also like for my 
wife to meet Mrs. Barnett and see your lovely home, 


It is sometimes difficult for a government employee to speak 
publicly as a private citizen. I have every reason to believe that 
you would respect my confidence in any statements which I might make 
to you, I am of the opinion that if we had had the foresight some 
vears ago to spend just a hundred dollars a year on Nkrumah when he 
lived and studied in America, we. might not now have to spend a hundred 
thousand dollars a year trying to buy back a friendship we had no 
business losing in the first place. Too many young African students 
in this country get inside American homes only once or twice a year. 
They are shut off from the community except for official functions. 
The same ones whom we ignore today might be the heads of their gov- 
ernments five or ten years from now. 


It seems to me that with all of the church organizations we 
have in this country, some of them should make greater efforts to 
invite African students in their areas into the church and into the 
members! homes regularly. Our real "Voice of America" in Africa 
might very well be the voices of those Africans who have seen, touched, 
and even smelled America. When some of those &fricans have come face 
to face with our domestic brand of racial prejudice, at that very 
moment America must surely have smelled to High Heaven. What can we 
expect them to tell their people about America when they return to 
Africa, except the truth? 


While we cannot cover up our racial problems for a minute, nor 
change them over night, we can do a better job here at home to help 
our African visitors to understand our vrozress as well as our problems. 
We can never expect them to accept our problems.

In the past seven months I have been taking it upon myself to 
entertain as many Africans as possible here in Washington with par- 
ticular emphasis on those from the Congo who speak no English. This 
has been a financial burden on me, but I believe that I have profited 
much from their friendship and from the sincere gratitude which they 
have expressed. I think it is a pity that so many of our American 
Negroes have shown so little interest in Africans. 


Karlier this month on a cold, missrable day, the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington invited African students to a meeting. About fifty 
showed up to hear a speech and see films on the Soviet Union. Those 
were fifty African students in our nation's capital who might have 
been enjoying dinner or just plain conversation in a private American 
home if only they had just been invited by a few citizens who were 
willing to show a little interest in them, 3 


Can you imagine what the results would be if a poll were taken 
among African students in this country to determine how many homes 
or churches they have visited in a period of one month (or one year) 
and how they spend their free time from classes in this country which 
is in so many ways very, very foreign to them? 


Perhaps you have some ideas which you would like to share with 
me on the subject I have been discussing here. 1 would appreciate 
hearing from you. 


I will do my best to project the image of America in Ghana. 
fis I told you yesterday, 1 will go to Accra not as one who "knows it 
ali" but rather as one who is both willing and anxious to learn as 
much as possible,

Your letter of March 18 reached my office March 23, and I 
immediately set to work trying to dig up some pictures: and infor- 
mation for you. The only photograph I could find showing Frank 
Pinder at work in Ghana is enclosed. It belongs to Arthur R. 
Himbert, International Cooperation Administration, Office of Food 
and Agriculture, Programs Division, Africa-Europe Area, Room 3756 
New State Building, 2lst Street and Virginia Avenue, Washington 25, 
D. CG. I promised him the picture would be returned, so when you are 
through with it, would you be kind ener to send it either to ir. 
Himbert or to me? 


Meanwhile, I was able to track down Mr. Pinder. He has been in 
Washington on consultation this week and provided me with the enclosed 
portrait-type photo, plus the picture taken at the dedication of 
Pinder Hall. These were the only photos Mr. Pinder could produce. 


You probably know more about Mr. Pinder's work in Ghana than I 
do, since I understand you went to see him while he was on the job 
there. Mr. Pinder, as you know, was the first American ICA techni- 
cian to be stationed in Ghana. Now there are }}2. Mr. Pinder is 
especially proud of the results he has been able to obtain in the 
field of agricultural extension services. He reports the Ghana 
government had about 250 extension agents on the payroll when he 
arrived in June of 1958 and that many of them were wasting too much 
time with paper work and office reports. Mr. Pinder routed them out 
from behind their cesks and got them to devote more time to providing 
farmers with practical demonstrations. He said there are about 500 
extension agents on the job today, working in a number of regions 
throughout Ghana.

As you also no doubt know, Mr. Pinder's wife, Jean, was the 
ICA's health education advisor to the Government of Ghana while 
they were stationed in Accra. Their three children remained in 
the United States while the Pinders were on their assignment.

_ Mr. Pinder told me he plans to be in Chicago about April 10 
or 12 and that he intends to drop in and see you.

MR. ROWAN'S RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS SUBMITTED BY OCIATED NEGRO i) 


ie Our NATO allies, many of the nation's major papers and a number of public 
figures =~ including members of Congress ~— feel that U. S. support of the 
UN position in the Congo is a denial of self-determination so far as 
Katanga is concerned. What is the reasoning behind our position? 


The Congo won independence as a unit, and we and the United Nations 
recognized it as suche Moise Tshombe, President of the Provincial 
Government of the Katanga, himself helped to win independence for the 
Congo as a unit. There is absolutely no legal, moral or any other basis 
for Tshombe to claim a right for Katange's existences as a separate state. 


A unified Congo is the will of the overwhelming majority of Congolese 
leaders. Only Tshombe — and pro-Communist Gizenga -— stand opposed to the 
Central Government. Of the 13 1/2 million Congolese, Tshombe can claim 
mipport of no more than 500,000 ~ 800,000 — less than 1/15th of the total 
population. He does not even have the support of a majority of Katangnese. 
The large Baluba population in North Katanga has consistently opposed 

his regime. 


Obviously the "self-determination" argument is a phony one here. 


2e In view of his past renunciation of agreements, can we rely upon Tshombe 
in seeking a solution to the Congo crisis? 


ANSWER ¢ 


I regard the Kitona agreements as firm and binding. While I am aware of 
Tshombe's previous reneging on agreements, I am hopeful that this time he sees 
the futility of any course other than negotiations toward Katangan 
participation in a truly unified government. 


3. Have we not been maneuvered into supporting the position once advocated by 
Ihnumimba, but rejected by us at the time, because we suspected him of Communist

ANSWER $ 


Not exactly. lumumba wanted the U. N. to join him in military action to 
force Katanga to submit to his will. lLlugumba was opposed to Federalism. He 
wanted a strong centrzl government. 


While we believe that the framework cf unity mist be worked out by the 
Congolese, it seems obvious that a rather loose federation will be the only 
solution satisfactory to all.

The gilliest and most unimaginative foreign policy we could have would be one 
in which we automatically opposed everything the Russians are for, or 
pretend to be for. This would be the surest way of playing into the 
Communists’ hands. 


I do not believe that the Russians really want a united Congo any more than 
they want a united Korea, or Germany, or Viet-Nam -=- unless it is 
united in Communism. 


The Soviet Union has pretended to support the U. N. efforts to bring Katanga 
back into the fold, but it is significant that Russia has not spent a ruble 
to support the U. N. operation in the Congo. It is significant, also, that 
when it appeared that Tshombe had agreed to end secession at Kitona, the 
Russians immediately launched the ridiculous charge that the U. S. had 
maneuvered to "savel* Tshombe,.

There is no possible “speedy solution to the problems of the Congo. The 
most that we can hope for is that Buropean financial interests will realize 
that the best insurance for their investments in Katanga is a united, 

stable central government, and that these interests will permit European 
governments to join the United States in efforts to bring political stability 
to the Congoe 


Even after this is achieved, however, there will remain the necessity for a 
long, costly program to produce economic and social stability and to get the 
country on the road to the progress that the people want and deserve. 


Would you agree that the position of most independent African nations 
regarding the Congo has been consistent from the very beginning, whereas 
the U. S. and many other Western nations have vaccillated?

On the whole, each African nation has been consistent. As a group, the 
African nations have been quite divided, with "informal" support ranging from 
Tshombe to Adoula to Gizenga.

been varying in intensity. But I do not expect all Africans to be of the 
sane mind about political matters any more than I expect all Americans to 
think alike. 


Ye Do you believe that Tshombets position represents that of the masses in 
Katanga province, or do you think he is motivated by personal reasons and 
supported by outside interests? In other words, is Tshombe the patriot he 
paints himself? 


ANSWER: 


One of the most troublesome myths, insofar as U.S. public opinion is 
concerned, is the notion that Tshombe is a gallant anti-Commnist patriot 
who is defending the liberties of the people of Katanga. Actually, he is 
supported by fewer than half the people of his own province. The Balubas 
in northern Katanga oppose him bitterly, and he has dominated them through 
oppressive measures that have led to widespread starvation -= and charges 
that Tshombe is guilty of genocide. 


As I said recently in a speech in Philadelphia, mich of the support for 
Tshombe exists not because he is "anti-Comminist,'t but because he is 
pro-Union Miniere, the Belgian-controlled mining complex.

There was a period when the public was badly misinformed, partly because 
of a wellefinanced propaganda campaign by Katanga interests. I believe 
that we now have apprised the public of the logic behind U. S. policy. 


9. It has been pointed out that the new African nations make very little 
financial contribution toward UN support and that many of them are in arrears 
in their contributions. Does America feel this is a valid reason for 
challenging the participation of these nations? 


ANSWER s 


Although the assessments made against the new African nations are small 

in absolute terms they are often difficult for these new states, burdened as 
they are with the extraordinary expenses of new nationhood, to pay in their 
entirety. The United States would not wish to challenge the participation 
in the United Nations of any such state nor does the United States believe 
in penalizing any state that makes an honest effort to meet its UN 
obligations. I personally am heartily in favor of this U. 5. policy. 


10. What is the American position on suggestions that a new voting formila be 
devised which would deny an equal vote to large and small nations?

We certainly would not wish to preclude the possibility of the development 

of some new voting formla that would more accurately reflect the contribution 
of member states to the attainment of the UN!s purposes and programs 

than the "one state-one vote" formula. We are not at all certain, however, 
that a more acceptable formula could be devised, from the US standpoint 

alone, for use across the broad range of issues that come before the UN. And 
we are seven less certain that any formula could be devised that would prove 
generally acceptable. To the great majority of UN members the "one state- 

one vote’ formla is tangible proof of the Charter principle of the sovereignty 
equality of all UN members, large and small. This principle is not likely 

to be given up lightly. | | 





In any event, this question is academic at this stage since any different 
voting formula would require Charter amendment and this is net possible so 
long as the USSR adheres to its position that it will ratify no Charter 
amendments until the Chinese representation issue has been settled in its 
favors

I very much appreciated your letter of April 23 enclosing 
a copy of your letter to African Chiefs of State, Your long 
friendship with so many African leaders makes this effort 
especially useful. 


I of course share your enthusiasm for the President's 
address to Congress and can assure you that we have spared no 
effort to get this message to Africa and the rest of the world. 
It was broadcast live by VOA. The full text of the address 
was in the hands of our Public Affairs Officers almost immed- 
lately after its delivery and was personally delivered to 
Chiefs of State by many of our Ambassadors. At our behest, 
the President sent personal letters to African Chiefs of State 
transmitting the speech in a handsome booklet. A film of the 
highlights of the address was also sent to our field posts. 
The speech of course is an enduring one and we plan to make 
continuing use of the President's words in our exhibits, books, 
pamphlets and films, 


More important is the effect which the speech already has 
had upon the peoples of the world. To date the reaction in 
Africa has been gratifying. For example, my Assistant Director 
for Africa, Mark Lewis, reported from Nairobi during a recent 
trip that the President's speech had produced a significant 
change of attitude among Kenyan leaders toward the President 
himself and toward U.S. policy in Africa, Our Embassy in 
Lusaka reported that, for the first time, Zambians had a clear 
impression of the President and what he stands for. Among 
personal reactions was that of Nigeria's President Azikiwe who 
sent President Johnson a glowing congratulatory letter describing 
the address as "historic",
